Jerome Kern, 60, 
‘| “OP Man River’ 
Composer, Dead 


NEW YORK, Novy. 12 (#)—Jerome 
Kern, 60, composer of “Ol’ Man 
River,” “Smoké Gets in Your Eyes” 
and many other tunes widely sung 
by Americans for more than 30 
years, died yesterday afternoon in 
Doctors Hospital. 

Dr. Harold T. Hyman, Kern’s 
physician, said death was caused 
by cerebral thrombosis, 

Kern collapsed Nov. 5 on Park 
avenue in midtown Manhattan, was 
taken unconscious to City Hospital 
and later removed to Doctors Hos- 
pital. He had arrived in New York 
three days before his collapse to 
supervise rehearsals of his “Show 
Boat” to be reviewed at the Zieg- 
feld theatre. 


At his bedside when he died were 
his wife, Eva, their daughter Betty, 
and his old friend, Oscar Hammer- 
stein, II, noted musical comedy 
writer and showman. Song writers 
Irving Berlin and Dorothy Fields 
arrived at the hospital shortly after 
Kern died, 

Friends of the family announced 
last night that the funeral service 
would be private and no details 
would be made public. 

Kern, a native of the New York 
East Side, began his musical career 
as a “song-plugger” at a depart- 
€/ment store musical counter, His

€|Believe Me” from the score of the 

Broadway musical “The Girl From 

Utah” in 1914.

Thomas, a native of Phillips Coun- 
ty, Kansas, was appointed to the 
Senate for a second time in Janu- 
ary, 1940, to succeed the late Sena- 
tor William E. Borah. He was elected 
to fill the balance of Borah’s unex- 
pired term the following November 
and re-elected for'a full six-year

Security Corp. of Ogden, Utah, anc 
also on the board of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank at Salt Lake City.

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plaque, in recognition of his serv- 
ices to the city. Gov. Edward Martin 
was one of the speakers on that 
occasion. 

Dr. Lewis gave much of his time 
and energy to the prosecution of the 
war against the Axis. In 1940, when 
Selective Service became effective, 
he was appointed by former Gov. 
Arthur James as the first director of 
Selective Service in Pennsylvania 
and organized that service so ef- 
ficiently, that it serves as a model 
for many other states. He relin- 
quished those duties in 1941, to de- 
yote more time to his work at the 
college, as wartime conditions 
created difficult situations. 

Dr. Lewis had the distinction of 
having been the first man to be ap- 
pointed chairman of the War Fund 
,|Campaign of the Red Cross after the 
.|United States became an active par- 
,|ticipant in the war. 

Within 15 minutes after Norman 
\|Davis, then chairman of the Ameri- 
‘Jean National Red Cross, announced 
\|the War Fund Campaign, on the day 
‘jafter the Japs’ attack on Pearl Har- 

bor, Dr. Lewis accepted the post of 
,jchairman of the campaign for the 
:|Haston Chapter and served in that 
,|capacity through all four war fund 

drives in this area, record quotas 
having been raised each year. When 
/he moved from Easton, the executive 
committee of the Easton Chapter 
elected him an honorary director. 
:‘|In his war fund work, he travelled 
throughout a large part of North- 
.jampton County, meeting and ad- 
dressing public meetings and making 

a host of personal friends in the 
,|region. 

Dr. Lewis did much fo make La- 

fayette a nationally known insti- 
_|tution. Under his leadership, high 
'|standards of education were main- 
‘|tained, new buildings erected, en- 
dowment increased and the influence 
of the college extended in both civic 
and international affairs. He met 
the trying conditions that faced the 
college during the war period with 
energy and enthusiasm, his sole de- 
sire during that difficult period hav- 
ing been to make the college serve 
the Nation to its utmost capacity. 
Nearly 3,000 men were trained at the 
college for the armed forces during 
that time. 

Introduced Ventures 

Dr. Lewis introduced numerous 
ventures at Lafayette which have 
gained great prominence for the 
college. He established the Alumni 
College, which since has been insti- 
tuted at other colleges. He also in- 
stituted the Unemployment College 
during the depression, the Trustees’ 
Conference, and the School and Col- 
lege Conference here, and climaxed 
these with the Lafayette Peace In- 
stitute held here last Fall. 

The Trustees’ Conference, only 
one of its kind in the United States, 
was held annually here and was at- 
tended by trustees of colleges and 
-|universities from all parts of the 
country’ providing them with an 
opportunity to discuss mutual prob- 
lems affecting higher education. 
Proceedings of the conference were 
printed in leading educational pub- 
lications and were widely read by 
educators, 

Dr. Lewi came to Lafayette in 
1927 from George Washington Uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C., where he 
served as president the four pre- 
ceding years. 

While a resident of Washington, 

ewis became a member’ 
'of the Kiwanis Club in that city, and

Middle States Association Colleges 
and Secondary School; Association 
of. Urban Universities; Huguenot 
Society of Pennsylvania, and Asso- 
ciation of College Presidents of 
Pennsylvania. 

He was a trustee of Princeton The- 
ological Seminary and of Barring- 
ton School. He was a member of 
Board of Regents, Mercersburg 
Academy; advisory board of North- 
western Military and Naval Acad- 
emy; board of maMagers, Severn 
‘School, Severna Park, Md. He was 
chairman, board of visitors, U.S. 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, in 1940. 
He served as moderator of the Pres~ 
pyterian Synod of Pennsylvania in 
1932 and 1933. 

He was a member of Phi Delta 
Theta Fraternity and was president 
of the national fraternity. He was a 
member of Phi Beta Kappa; Kappa 
Phi Kappa; Sons of American Revo- 
jution; Loyal Legion; St. Andrew’s 
Society; New York Historical So- 
ciety, and Newcomen Society. He 
was a charter member of the Amer- 
ican Friends of Lafayette, an offi- 
cer of the Legion of Honor of 
France, and of the Meraldic Order 
of Cristobal Colon. He was a mem- 
ber of numerous clubs both here and 
in various other cities. 

Received Medal 

Announcement of his intention to 
resign as Lafayette’s president was 
made last March. In May he was one 
of three to receive the 1945 gold 
medals of the National Institute of 
Social Science for outstanding 
service to humanity. 

In accepting the award he de- 
clared education must be considered 
in broader terms than those of for- 
mal schooling if the “educational 
deficit” brough about by war is 
even to be partially eliminated dur- 
ing the coming fifty years. 

A Knight of the Legion of Honor 
since 1933, Dr. Lewis in 1940 was 
further recognized by the French 
Republic when he was presented 
with the Cross of Legion of Honor 
and promoted to an office in the Le- 
gion of Honor by the French consul. 

Among other stands taken by Dr. 
Lewis regarding the war question, 
was his advocation last June that 
the study of the United Nations 
charter be made mandatory in 
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schools to bring about internation 
cooperation. He favored milit 
training. 

He also advocated living 
morials for heroes of the war, wh 
would contribute some ae to t 
welfare of mankind rather than the 
monuments which have been rai } 
to heroes of previous wars. [ey 
Dr. Lewis is survived by his widow,

Death Of Friend 

I RECEIVED a note the other day 
telling me of the death of Mrs. Henry 
Howard, of Newport, R. I. For 24 
years she was the president of an 
organization which collected and 
sent books to the ships of our Mer- 
chant Marine, because these men 
had no way of obtaining libraries 
except at their own expense. Since 
they went on long voyages and spent 
most of their life at sea, they had 
no opportunity to visit public li- 
braries. During her life, Mrs, How- 
ard received many letters from men 
in ports all over the world express- 
ing their gratitude, and I am sure 
this amply repaid her for the de- 
voted work which she carried on 

I speak of her work now because 
the Merchant Marine has played 
such a great part in winning the 
war, and I feel that we, the people 
owe them a great deal. The mer 
are now worried that the same thing 
may happen which occurred afte) 
the last war, and that many of the 
ships which have been built will be 
laid up and allowed to become use- 
less. They are asking for the pas- 
sage of a bill, already introduced 
which will give them some of the 
benefits and security that men oj 
the regular Navy enjoy. 

Much has been said during the 
war about the high wages’and spe- 
cial bonuses paid to men in the 
Merchant Marine. But very little 
is said about the fact that these 
men have no pension, are not in- 
cluded in the Social Security legis- 
lation, and do not have for their 


e|families the same security that 4 
y| man in the Navy has a right to ask 


for and receive. The seamen have 
had to fight their way up from un- 
believably low standards of work 
and wages to better conditions, but 
these are none too good. Above 
everything else, these men want to 
be sure of fairly constant employ- 
ment. Without that assurance, they 
can never enjoy their short rests at 
home when they are with their 
families.
